read in hot Ii houses of l ongu es, and 
practically no business was attempted 
tty t ither hod} beyond listening to the 
message. 
The galleries of both tile 
Senate and house were crowded at the 
beginning of the session of each body, 
hut as the reading progressed the at 
t* adance diminished 
somewhat. 
in 
the main, however, it was well main­ 
tained until the last sentences of the 
document had fallen from the lips of 
the 
official 
reader. 
Senators 
and 
members of the house were supplied 
with printed copies of the message, 
and many of them followed the read­ 
ing clerks with scrupulous care. 
The 
reading consumed nearly three hours 
in each of the houses. 
The message created less discussion 
than any document of tile kind that 
has emanated from President Roose­ 
velt since he has occupied the White 
House. 
The document was generally 
pronounced as an unusually tame one 
for Roosevelt to write, and this criti­ 
cism extended 
particularly to what 
the president had to say regarding the 
tariff, en rrencv and corporation ques­ 
tions. 
It was asserted that evidently ' 
President Roosevelt had rewritten tile 
message since he left Oyster Ray. and 
had done so under the stress of the 
financial disturbance. 
Among senators and representatives 
from tile Northwest who have devoted 
particular attention to the principal 
subjects mentioned in the president’s ! 
message, the matters of currency and 
proposed 
changes in 
the 
Sherman 
antitrust law and plans for the fed­ 
eral Incorporation act attracted most 
attention

Conferenee Held on Subject 
rency Legislation. 
Washington, Dec. 4 —A conference 
lasting two hours was held at the 
White House between tile president j 
and Senators Aldrich of Rhode Island 
and Crane of Massachusetts on the 
subject of currency legislation. 
The 
president called In these two leading 
senators in order that lie might have 
their 
views 
concerning 
the 
rnanv 
propositions that have been made to 
him during the past several weeks in 
favor of clans for relieving the cur­ 
rency stringency under such circum­ 
stances as have occurred 
recently. 
Senator Aldrich stated at the ( lose of 
the conference that nothing definite 
had been decided upon. 
The president lias been in receipt 
of 
many 
mmmunlcaticms 
from 
all 
parts of the country urging birn to 
recommend special plans for relieving 
the m o n o 
stringency and his chief 
purpose in the conference seemed to 
I be to discuss the principal suggestions 
that have been made to him. 
He out­ 
lined many of these suggestions and 
Senator Aldrich gave his views freely 
on all of them. 
He explained to the 
president 
obstacles to various 
pro 
posed measures, and particularly im­ 
pressed upon him the necessity for 
careful consideration of the subject. 
He showed that if an emergency arises 
it will he necessary to earefullv guard 
the security that should he given for 
such currency as may he issued, 
lie 
explained that if it is left to hankers 
in various communities to decide when 
to put out emergency circulation tts r o 
will he difficulty ahead of a very se­ 
rious nature. 
It would also he neces­ 
sary to provide conditions under which 
I such emergency circulation should lie 
called in. 
Without such precautions, 
question 
would 
arise 
whether 
the 
treasury department or the bankers or 
both had the power to put out or with­ 
draw the circulation. 
An interesting phase of the confer­ 
ence was that the president himself 
had no particular plans to urge. 
He 
was simply endeavoring to satisfy his 
own mind as to the various suggts- 
tioiis that have been brought to his 
attention. 
He was looking for infor­ 
mation rather than seeking to secure 
concurrence in any view he enter­ 
tained. 
The president appeared to be hope­ 
ful of a bettering of present condi­ 
tions, but did not appear to apprehend 
that congress would be inclined to 
rush into any particular scheme of 
legislation 
He realized t Ii at the m at­ 
ter will have vbnr mature considera­ 
tion at the hands of congress and that 
both the senate and house will discuss 
the problem fully both in committees 
and on the floor. 
He appreciated also 
the fact that whatever was done would 
be done with reference to the future, 
and that it w'ould lie necessary to 
proceed with great caution in order 
to avoid the establishment of a sys­ 
tem that might under some circum­ 
stances work much more harm than 
the system cif hanking and currency 
now in vogue.

Sm art states that there were ;d>out 
4'X) descriptions sold and he estimates 
that the sale resulted in the neighbor­ 
hood of $6,000 including current taxes 
which would not have otherwise been 
paid, being paid to the county treas­ 
urer. 
Special assessments and state 
taxes have to be paid in full out of the 
taxes collected and the county go.8 the 
balance. 
Much of the land, especially 
vacant city property was sold for half 
the delinquent tax, special assessments 
being paid in full.
